BEIRUT (UP), — The Egyptian 
authorities arrested 35 to 40 military 
officers Jast week and foiled a plot 
to overthrow the regime of President 
Badnt, Arab diplomatic sources

Beirut, said the plotters had planned 
to strike last Wednesday or Thursday 
by arresting Sadat, Premier Aziz

of them Air Force officers, had 
planned to instal Gen, Mohammed 
Sadek as head of state.

Dr. Kissinger held last-minute 
talks with President Nixon Saturday 
in preparation for the Paris sessions 
which begin today. Only a small 
handful of reporters and comeramen 
were on hand to see him off. 

The U-S.-North Vietnamese secret 
talke will be the first since the 
presidential election here on Novem- 
ber 7.

HAIFA. — There was a fourth 
man in the car that took Tan 
Asherov to his death on the 
slopes of Mount Carmel last Feb- 
ruary — he was Yosef Laria, 
owner of the Puerto Rico bar in 
Tel Aviv and the victim's em- 
ployer. 

This came out in the Haffa Dis- 
trict Court yesterday in the tes- 
timony of a prosecution witnesa in 
the trial of Yosef Amiel. Amiel is 
accused of murdering Asherov to- 
gether with Luclen Leonte (now 
serving a life sentence for his part 
in the kitting). 

The witness was Tawfik Adu 
Abdi, who was sentenced to a 14- 
year-jati term five years ago for 
the murder of a watchman in a 
watermelon fleld. Abu Abdi sald 
he and Amie] bad become friendly 
in Ramle prison, where the latter 
was detained pending trial.

Amiel allegedly told Aba Abdi 
that Asherov had signed his own 
death warrant when he refused 
to hand over to Yosef Laria, 
their boss, the 1L100,000 he had 
collected from Dr. Boris Kishon 
for a gambling debt. 

(Dr. Kashon, a businessnran-che- 
mist, is chief prosecution witness 
in the separate trial of Laria, who 
is belng tried in the Tel Aviv Dis- 
trict Court on charges of extorting 
large sums of money from Kishon.) 

Abu Abdi said Amiel had told 
him it was then that they decided 
to get rid of Asherov.

Police use gas 
to foil suicide 
in courtroom 


TEL AVIV. — A man on trial for 
robbery tried to commit suicide by 
cutting his wrists in the District 
Court yesterday. A quick-acting 
policeman foiled the attempt by 
using tear gas. 

The accused, Rafael Ben-Shitrit, 
21, from Ramatayim, is on trial 
with two other men for stealing a 
vehicle, driving without licence or 
insurance, and assaulting and rob- 
bing a taxi driver from Kalkilya 
Ben-Shitrit’s mother told the court 
yesterday that she cannot continue 
to attend the trial because of her 
husband's iDness. The accused, on, 
hearing this, stood up and shouted 


at his niéther and sisterto leave 


the courtroom. 

Shortly after the two women left, 
Ben-Shitrit announced that he can- 
not continue to sit in the court, and 
asked to be taken back to the cell 
When the court president, Judge 
Yitzhak Raveh, told him to sit 
quietly, the accused took out ἃ 
sliver of plastic, apparently from 2 
broken plate, and cut at his wrists, 
threatening to commit suicide. 

One of the police officers on duty 
in the courtroom immediately spray- 
ed Ben-Shitrit and the two other 
accused with tear gas, and Ben- 
Shitrit was taken down to the de- 
tention room amid tearful coughing 
by the other accused as well as 
the judges and attorneys, who had 
not seen the incident. 

The trial was recessed and resum- 
ed a short time later in the pre- 
sence of the other two accused, 
Daniel Sharabi, 19, from Petah Tik- 
va, and Amram Adari, 20, from 
Rehovot. (Itim) 


Three killed 
on roads, 
tractorist dies 


Two children and a sanitation 
worker were killed yesterday in 
separate road accidents, and a trac- 
‘torist was killed in an accident 
which occurred on Saturday. 

A passenger car ploughed into a 
group of five children, aged four 
to six, as they were crossing the 
Seje'lya road in the northern Gaza 
Strip late yesterday afternoon. Two 
of the children were killed on the 
spot, and three were hospitalized 
with severe injuries, But they were 
reported out of danger last night. 
The driver was detained for ques- 
tioning. 

A sanitation worker aged 55, 
whose name was not released, was 
killed when he was hit by a car 
yesterday morning, as he was re- 
moving garbage near the post office 
in East Jerugalem. The driver, an 
East Jerusalem resident, wag held 
for questioning. 

On Saturday, Rahil Jamua Abas, 
ἍΤ, a resident of Old Acre, was 
crushed under his tractor when it 
overtummed near the fisheries of 
Kibbutz Ein Hamifratz.

Indefinite strike 
by world airline

Greek students charge vote 
will be rigged by regime 


ATHENS (Reuter). — The biggest 
election in Greece since the army 
seized power in April, 1967, will be 
held today, when the country’s uni- 
versity students vote for executive 
boards of their local associations. 

The students, numbering about 
60,000, will choose representatives 
to succeed the government-appointed 
boards which have ruled them since 
the army coup, 

The run-up to the election has 
been marked by clashes between op- 
posing student factions, several ar- 
rests and accusations that the vote 
will be rigged by the military- 
backed regime. 

Many politicians of the pre-coup 
period have backed the students, 
expressing fears about the electoral 
procedure. In a written statement 
to foreign correspondents yesterday, 
former Premier Stefanos Stephano- 
poulos, together with six former 
Ministers and the Speaker of the 
last Parliament, Mr. Dimitrios Pa- 
paspyrou, denounced the government 
“for its attempt to reduce Greek 
students to a state of apathy and 
servility.” 

During faculty meetings last 
month to elect committees for the 
preparation of today’s ballot, there 
were clashes between student groups 
opposed to the government and ap- 
pointed representatives.

They are expected to be tried by 
court martial because Salonica, toge- 
ther with Athens and Piraeus, is 
stil under martial law Imposed 
when the army staged its coup. 

Several articles of the country’s 
new constitution ore still suspended, 
mainly those dealing with civil - 
berties, the functioning of political 
parties and parliamentary elections. 

Demonstrations against the re- 
gime and strikes are banged under 
martial Jaw, and observers here 
think this may detur students from 
demonstrating todsy. 

Some student groups, feeling that 
ousting the appointed boards is “2 
precondition for greater student 
rights and reform of the educational 
system, have alleged that the elec- 
tions in most faculties will be rig- 
ged by the boards and security 
authorities. 

Many students are complaining 
that the ballot boxes will be opened 
and the vote counted by supervisory 
committees appointed by the present 
executive boards. They have said 
that unless representatives of the 
candidates are allowed to be present, 
they will not recognize the election 
outcome.

Bid to bar Brazil’s 
bad-tempered bees 


By NIGEL HAWKES 


Τ᾿ 1957 a beekeeper in Sao 
Paulo, Brazil, accidentally re- 
leased 26 swarms of bees. This 
apparently harmless incident 
would have been forgotten long 
ago, had ἔξ not set off in Latin 
America a diological battle which 
has so far cost an uncounted 
‘number of lives, made thousands 
of beekeepers the poorer and put 
in danger the survival of many 
Plant species. 

For the bees which were set 
free were not the docile Italian 
honey bees which had formed the 
basis of the Brazilian honey in- 
dustry. They were unpredictable, 
bad-tempered bees imported from 
Africa in an attempt to improve 
the local strains .by cross-breed- 
ing. Once free, the African bees 


spread and multiplied, eliminating ἡ 


the Italian bees wherever they 
met them. They monopolized the 
flowers and even invaded other 
bee colonies, killing the queen 
‘and putting theis own queen in 
. her place. 

The queen is 80 important to 
the colony that a single ‘African 
queen introduced into an Ttalian 
colony can quickly alter the ge- 
netic balance of the entire popu- 
lation. ‘What resulted was 2 
Brazilian variant of the African 
bee, much like other bees to 
look at but dominated by the 
bad-tempered African genes. 
Since then ‘the Brazilian hybrids 
have been spreading across the 
continent at the rate of 200 to 
800 miles a year. 

Their effect has been disas- 
trous. The Brazilian bees can de 
domesticated like other bees, but 
they have inherited very demand- 
ing traits.

@ year. 


The advancing bees are now 
moving inexorably towards the 
United States, A committee from 
the U.S. National Academy of 
Sciences has recently reported on 
possible ways of stopping them 
before they invade across the 
Isthmus of Panama. Already 
there has been one close escape, 
when a swarm of Brazilian bees 
on board a ship docking at Rich- 
mond, California, was destrayed 
before It could spread 

The effect of the ‘bees, says 
the NAS report, would be to 
limit commercial bee-keeping, 
partly because of public fears 
about the bees’ reputation. More 
important, however, might be the 
bees’ effect on plants which rely 
on them for pollination. The Bra- 
zilian ‘bees apparently cannot be 
trusted to stay in one area but 
while they are present they hinder 
the work of the native bees. 
“Many species of plants would 
become extinct or, at best, rela- 
tively non-productive without in- 
sect pollination” the report says. 
“The value of honey-bee pollina- 
tion to agriculture has been estl- 
mated at $1,000 million to $6,000 
million annually in the United 
States.”

; gests, ,would be to put up. a. 


“genetic barrier” across the Cen- 
tral American isthmus within the 
next four to six years. They 
have in mind Ὁ band of bees of 
desirable characteristics right 
across the isthmus through 
which the undesirable bees could 
not penetrate.

RGAD'S Kaleidoscope creates an 

unmistakable atmosphere. Sparse- 
ly orchestrated at the beginning 
and only hinting at things to come, 
the plecé nevertheless immediately 
radiates its message of mystery, 
gloom and painful soul-searching. 
This piece of self-exposition bears 
all the characteristics of Orgad's 
dualism: Oriental τοῖος seeming- 
ly in a more sophisticated and 
stylized form than in other works 
— and heterophonic textures and 
Bible cantillation. 

Cuba-born Horacio Gutierrez is a 
remarkable young pianist with enor- 
mous technical resources and a high- 
ly disciplined mind: Emotionally, he 
igs capable of reaching all the peaks 
of the romantic concerto. Yet he 
always remains in firm, control and 
plays with persuasive confidence 
and sureness. 

The opening theme was slightly 
underplayed, but the rest of the 
movement was beautifully developed. 
The second movement never degen- 
erated into sentimentality and kept 
a@ remarkable balance of expression, 
proot of Gutierrez’s impeccable taste. 
The third movement 8 hopelessly 
overextended, but the pianist never. 
theless fared extremely well, show- 
ing brilliancy and outstanding tonal 
abundance in the final pzssages. 

In the second part of the con- 
cert, Jean Martinon presented two

Jean Martinon 15 not a romantic 
interpreter of impressionistic mu- 
sic.

“Jeux” impressed one as a little 
ary and restricted, but it presented 
marvellous unity, In Rouasel, too, 
emphasis was less on colour and 
more on the formal outline, This 
gave the music even greater harsh- 
ness than it actually possesses and 
robbed it of some its sinuosity. 
But Martinon balanced this 
lack of expressiveness with magui- 
ficent development, which gradually 
reached a terrific climax.

Dutch ship 
held up 
in Akaba

According to reports received in 
Rotterdam, Jordanian authorities 
are contemplating sale of the entire 
confiscated cargo. 

The Lembros Fatsis left Rotter- 
dam for the Far East under charter 
to the Thai National Line of Beng- 
kok in July. The voyage was inter- 
rupted at Durban, where the vessel 
was put under embargo because of 
an unpaid ‘deb; of the charterers. 
The matter was quickly cleared up 
and the Lembros Faitsis set sail 


; again, The news that the vessel had 


arrived neither at Bangkok nor Sin- 
Bapore but was held up at Akaba 
came as 8 complete surprise. The 
reason for this second embargo was 
again given as an unpaid debt of 
the Thai National Line. 

The Dutch owners of the cargo 
are compl as to why 
the Lembros Fatsis should make a 
detour to ‘Akaba, especially if it was 
known that the charterers might 
not have paid all their debts to 
Jordanian firms. 

‘Although at this stage there is 
no suspicion that political motives 
are involved, the Netherlands Am- 
bassador in Beirut, who takes care 
of Dutch interests in Jordan, is 
trying .to find out what is really 
the matter. 

It appears that the entire cargo 
has been confiscated, the creditors 
claiming to act under the Jordanian 


law, which allows them to sell all τ 


the goods and recover the debt from 
the proceeds.

trial investment is between 70 and 
80 per cent. It ig no wonder there- 
fore that most of industry’s financ- 
ing worries is concerned with get- 
fing the means for acquiring equip- 
men! 

Hitherto these means were provid- 
ed largely by long-term bank credits, 
and lately by capital grants to sup- 
plement the companies’ accumula- 
tion of own funds. A good deal 
of the Law for Encouragement of 
Capital Investments is devoted to 
this purpose. 

‘However, a new financing system 
is now being introduced. Instead of 
providing manufacturers with capi- 
tal for acquiring the equipment, they 
may be supplied with equipment by 
so-called financial leasing. 

The rental system is widely used 
abroad, especially in the U.S. But 
the Israel authorities always rejected 
it, arguing that it would undermine 
credit controls, open the gates for 
disguised borrowing, and in any case 
give a boost to inflationary invest- 


ments. 
CEEDIT CURBS 

Tronically enough this attitude has 
chenged just at a time when the 
curbs on credit are stiffest, and in- 
flationary pressure The 
reason seems to have been partly 
the rising cost of cred in this 
country, 


partly growing disenchantment with 
the efficacy of current investment 
incentives. 

One equipment leasing company 
started operation in 1971, and another 
this year. Both are unable to cope 
with demand, and want to expand 
their activity or be joined by other 
lessors, though the authorities are 
stil! tukewarm about approving this.

(The 
second one is Israel-American Leasing 
Ltd, in which 50 per cent is held by 
MGIG Investment Corporation, one of 
the world’s majors in mortgage and 
financial jeasing, with the rest divid- 
ed between Isrop, controlled by Ba- 
ron E. de Rothschild, the Monte- 
fiore family and the Belisha-Sabah 
family). 

Both companies have been grant- 
ed the status of recognized enter- 
prises entitling them to a tax ceil- 
ing and to double depreciation plus 
the right to avail themselves of 
insurance against devaluation. 

Both firms are obliged to operate 
within the investment guidelines 
laid down by the Ministry of Com- 
merce and Industry. However they 
are free to chose their customers 
and fix their Since their 


iicosts are effectively based on the 
i{dollar exchange rate and on the 


folded. 


Computers are one area in which 


‘American interest level, their ren- 
tals must also take that into con- 
sideration. However, the rentals are 
fixed in local currency and not 
linked, which is, of course, a great 
convenience for the equipment users 

The relative cost advantages of 
leased or purchased industrial equip- 


_ment are, of course, of major im- 


Portance in comparing the two al- 
ternatives. A survey prepared by 
τ. Pat-El and A. Moshkovitz for the 
Productivity Institute found that for 
8 firm not enjoying the incentives 
Provided under the Law for En- 
couragement of Capital Investments, 
and even for a “recognized” enter- 
prise, leasing is cheaper, and there- 
fore preferable, in any circum- 
stance, even in an A Development 
Srea where long-term loans are 
available at reduced interest rates 
and even if the prevailing rate of 
interest is as low as 6 per cent. 

However, purchasing turns out 
cheaper for “approved” enterprises 
if the leasing company does not 
get any incentive. If the lesser does 
enjoy double depreciation — as is 
actually the case with the two above 
mentioned companies — its terms 
may be more advantageous even for 
an “approved” enterprise in the C 
Development area, and about equal 
to those of an “‘approved” enterprise 
in a B area. 

WIDE BANGE 

_ Of course, this calculation refers 
to the floor of what the lessor is 
likely to charge, while the actual 
rental also depends on the lessor’s 
efficiency and business policy. There 
is a wide range of manufacturers 
that could opt for leasing despite 
the luring terms offered for “‘ap- 
Proved” enterprises. A “recognised” 
enterprise can save almost 40 per 
cent of the equipment cost (pro- 
Perly discounted), an ordinary firm 
about 60 per cent. 

The cost advantage is only part 
of the story, for leasing may be 
preferred for a number of other 
reagonaJuicst,. acquisition of... equip- 
ment can-never be financed en- 
tirely by “bank credit. Part of the 
investment must always ‘be provid- 
ed by the purchasing firm from 
own sources, which may turn out 
to be a severe handicap for firms 
short of capital as is often the case 
in this country. Even an “approved 
enterprise” in an A development 
area is required to supply 30 per 
Cent of the capital from its own 
means.

Perhaps most important in this 
country is the benefit of avoiding 
the red tape involved in obtaining 
long-term bank credits, especially 
when the borrowing firm appltes for 
preferential terms granted to “re- 
cognized" or “approved” enterprises. 
Processing of such an application 
may take many months, and require 
much paper work, and expenses. 
For leased equipment, approval by 
the authorities is not required. Once 
given the green light ‘by the lessor, 
the manufacturer can negotiate 
with the supplier and let the lessor 
company finalize the deal in ac- 
cordance with the proforma invoice 
signed by him. Moreover, the leas- 
ing company, as ἃ wholesaler of 
equipment, may obtain price re- 
bates, and make better transport 
and insurance arrangements, and let 
the customer benefit from part of 
the saving. 

In many cases an additional ad- 
vantage may be derived from the 
fact that a balance sheet of a firm 
using leased equipment includes 
smalier assets but also smaller liabil. 
ities, and may look sounder than 
a balance sheet of a firm owning 
its é¢quipment but burdened with 
debts. It may therefore find it easier 
to get additional credits, and will be 
better placed to provide the colla- 
terals required for them. Lastly, 
leased equipment is obviously pre-

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DELAYED MARRIAGE 


1 is not often that πὸ elie 
Court case hits the country 
at large like a bombshell. That 
was certainly the effect of the 
announcement yesterday that the 
two young people who have be- 
come known as “the brother 
‘and. sister” had both been 
‘legally married, at long last. 
They had fought for seven 
years for their right to do 50, 
and our collective conscience hag 
become a little less ‘burdened. 


Their case first became known 
‘when ‘both were serving in the 
army and appealed for help to 

“Defence Minister Dayan when 
they discovered that the Rabbi- 
nate had barred hoth from the 
right to marry on the grounds 
of mamzerut — of which they 
have now ‘been cleared — caused 
by the circumstance that their 
mother had failed to obtain a 
proper divorce from her first 
husband before marrying the 
man who became their father. 
This made them __ technically 

* ehildren born in adultery. What- 
ever the circumstances, and even 
if their mother had conceivably 
been at fault, it was clear to 
all that the two Langers them- 
selves were the victims of unde- 
served misfortune. It was this 
case more than any of the “Who 
is a Jew” disputes over the ‘years 
that roused wide public protest 
against the absolute rule of 
halacha in all matters of mar- 
riage and divorce, whether those 
concerned were religious or not. 
Others whom the Rabbinate will 
not marry (most often a Cohen 
who wishes to marry a divorced 
woman), can contrive to do so 
abroad or marry in a private 
ceremony, and even extract offi- 
cial recognition of their status. 
‘But a mamzer who married ab- 
road would be liable to pass on 
the blemish to his children, and 
it is understandable that the 


Langers preferred to fight for 
some more acceptable solution to 
their persona! problem. Ε 

While he was stil Chief 
Chaplain to the Forces, Rabbi 
Goren wrote an opinion that 
would enable both the Langers 
to marry, but observed that the 
ruling would not have sufficient 
weight unless tt came from 8 
Chief Rabbi. In fact, even now, 
it seems clear that Chief Rabbi 
Ovadia Yosef, Chief Rabbi _Go- 
ren's coHeague, was not willing 
to sit on ἃ court with him to 
re-hear the case, or to expedite 
it in any way. Rabb] Goren was 
committed only to settling the 
ease of the Langers, but it is 
believed that there may ὍὌΕ ]} 
another ten roughly similar 
‘cages where careful examination 
and goodwill could also find a 
solution. 

Essentially, this involves 
making one of the Chief Rabbis 
a ther instance of appeal 
after the Supreme Rabbinical 
Court, which, for instance, hal 
rejected the Langer's applica- 
tion for marriage, and any stage 
in law depending on a single 
‘individual, even a Chief Rabbi, 
is obviously a problematical and 
impermanent solution to a gen- 
eral problem. 

Yesterday, Chief Rabbi Goren 
was able to muster a court of 
nine rabbinical judges for the 
hearing of the Langer case. In 
the long run, his approach to 
the problem, of taking a legal 
but lenient line within halacka, 
will be successful only if he can 
find a sufficient following among 
rabbis in Israel to support him 
and share in the work, and if 
the profoundly _ conservative 
members of the Supreme Rab- 
binical Court are persuaded to 
understand that Rabbi Goren 
may well be protecting halacha 
in the only effective manner. 
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Kuwait parley failure 
‘because of Jordan’ 


Devoting thelr editorials to the 
Kuwait parley of foreign and defence 
ministers from 11 Arab states, 
Davar and Hetzofe claim that the 
parley failed through not achieving 
its principal aim, of persuading Jor- 
dan to permit the repositioning of 
terrorists on Jordanian soil. 

Hamodia (Agudat Yisrael) com- 
-ments: “Although Jordan ls motivat- 
ed by purely selfish interests, she 
- is consistent. In her opposition to 
the terrorist organizations. In this 
respect, what is good for Jordan is 
good for Israel, and Jerusalem must 
not disregard this in any political 
calculation.” 

Davar (Histadrut) adds: “Wgypt 
set out on a propaganda campaign 
in order to cover up the fallure of 
the Kuwait parley, and to prove 
that there is coordination between 
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her and Syria, Towarda this aim, 
Cairo Jeaked meaningless reports of 
her promise to resume firing should 
Israel attack Syria. There was also 
a report of a further Soviet airlift 
to Syria. The deluge of meaningless 
reports, however, will confuse πὸ 
one.” 

The parley resolutions fail to sur- 
prise Mapam's Al Hamishmar, which 
writes: “While they contained 2 Jot 
of militant and anti-Israel verbiage, 
the differences of opinion have re- 
mained. The terrorist οἱ tions 
in ‘the Arab countries are divided, 
and there is also no uniformity of 
opinion between Egypt and Syria." 

She’arim ('Poalei Agudat Yisrael) 
says that Israel] is facing a new 
giobal trend of peaceful settlement 
of reglonal conflicts. In this climate 
Israel ought to yield on the form 
of negotiation and make non-essen- 
tial ‘concessions, In order to stand 
fast on the essence of her demands.

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Russians laud de Gaulle | 
as example for Europeans 


MOSCOW (Ofns}. — 
of Baia Russians have brought out 
a political blography of Charles 
de Gaulle. This is an honour of 
sorts because biographies of non- 
Communist contemporary figures are 
not frequently published in the So- 
viet Unlon. What is more unusual 
Is that before publication, extracts 
from the blography have been ge- 
rialized In Soviet newspapers. 

These extracts are Illuminating not 
so much for the Hight they throw 
‘on de Gaulle, as for their Wustra- 
tion of the Soviet view of Europe. 
Soviet polley towards Europe is 
rooted in a deep belief thar “At- 
Janticism" must be combated with 
vigour and kept at bay. A Europe 
of, the Europeans, Moscow would 
welcome, but a Europe in partner- 
ship with America ia an altogether 
different matter. 

The blography is written by Pro- 
fessor Nikolai Molchanov, a senior 
member of the staff at ‘the Moscow 
World Institute of History. The 
professor shows enthusiastic ap- 
proval of de Gaulle’s opportunism. 
The Frenchman is seen to have 
carried the principle of national 
independence to its logical con- 
clusion, and this fits in with the 
basic Soviet approach to foreign 
policy which Is to be prepared to 
defy almost the whole world in 
pursuit of national objectives. 

Professor Moichanov writes, “The 
General was a consummate expert 
at psychological gambits. Yet not- 
withstanding their outward emo- 
tlonalism, the main feature of his 
‘foreign policy pronouncements, in- 
variably couched in superb rhetoric, 
was their poltical realism, His was 
a machiavellianism of the highest 
order. He frankly impressed on his 
aldes that if sentimentality had no 


place in politics, sober cynicism wes 
8. must. 

“Nietzsche's definition of the State 
as 2 ‘cold-blooded monster’ was one 
of his favourite quotations. Once, 
during a Cabinet meeting, Couve de 
Murville spoke of ‘States friendly 
to France.” De Gaulie cut him 
short: ‘A State worthy of the name 
has no friends! he said.” 

It is obvious that while the Gen- 
eral's pursuit of a Europe indepen- 
dent of Ameri¢an influence excites 
Soviet approval, ἈΠ resistance to 
Soviet overtures at the time does 
not. Yet, this aspect of de Gaulie'a 
policies is not condemned; an ex 
planation is found for it. 


Class and policy 


It is forcefully made clear to 
readers of the biography that de 
Gaulle was ἃ representative of the 
capitalist clags, 2 dedicated antl. 
Communist. But this tralt is seen 
to be modified by his awareness of 
the great dynamic force in Com- 
munism and therefore his foreign 
policy in search of peaceful co- 
existence is rated a positive contri- 
bution to Evrope’s welfare. 

More bluntly it: is pointed out 
that de Gaulle remained bound to 
the United States, even when his 
differences with Washington were 
acute, by virtue of hia social roots 
and class affinities with French 
ruling quarters, This is how hig 
support for Kennedy at the time 
of the Cuban crisis is . 
But at the other end de Gaulle is 
credited with sabotaging many a 
political and military scheme which 
would have brought about European 
unification — under American con- 
trol,

planation for Russians of why de

Gaulle collaborated with the Ger- ek ss 
man Chancellor, Konrad Adenauer;

undertook to help de Gaulle ta 
achieve European leadership while -

Later-de Gaulle endorsed the per- 
manence of all the existing fron- 
tlers of Germany, which knocked 
down a major premise of Adenauer's 
policy. Ha did this, saya Molchanov, 
as part of hig plan to seek a de- 
tente with the Soviet Union. Never- 
theleza, at the foreign ministers’ 
conference in Geneva in 1959, the 
French delegation supported the 
Germans with the result no de- 
elgions were ‘taken. 

Molchanoy maintaing that de 
Gaulle was disappointed with Aden- 
auer in the end because the Ger- 
Mana were unwilling to break with 
the Americans, and it was this, more 
than anything else that caused de 
Gaulle to withdraw from NATO and 
build an independent French nuclear 
force. 

It is conceded that de Gaulle in 
hig later. years lost power and 
popularity because of a wide gulf 
between the bold sweep of his for- 
eign policy and his narrow outlook 
on domestic and social affairs. It 
is 88 8 symbol of Europe's resistance 
to American take-over that Moscow 
wants Russians to remember de 
Gaulle.
